Canada Commence.— The following irn. 
portant remarks from llie Liverpool Albion will 
be read with iotcrtst^by Canadians. The 
remarkable progress of the commerce of Can- 
ada (now designated the "'Young Ginot of 
the AVcst") |s attracting general attention, 
from Ms large amounl and from the ignorance 
that has hitherto prevailed as lo the progress 
of Upper Cana'da,/>wing to her exports being 
mainly diiccled to the United Stales, and 
sorded in the statistics of (he commerce of 
Now York, which has been her Atlantic port. 
A great change is, however, aboul to take 
'place; and 1'oiUaiid, Intbcrlo almost as little 
thought of as Canada herself, is destined to be 
tho great transit port of that country, in con- 
nexion with the Grand Trunk Railway, which, 
when the Victoria bridge Is completed, will 
connect Portlan'd with Canada up to the shores 
of Lake Huron by Railway. This route in 
connection with the Michigan railways, vr'ill be 
the shortest to the Pacific. The Canadian and 
New ttrunswiclc Governments arc already ma- 
king clTorls to ser-ure the running of a mail 
steamer to Portland, instead of to Boston, now 
lhal ihe railways is open both lo Montreal and 
Quebec from Portland. The commerce of 
Canada is making rapid strides, as wd be seen 
by the trade and navigation returns for !S. ; >3 
submitted lo the Co'onial Department, which 
exhibit a flouncing condition of trade and 
revenue. The grand total exports for three 
years were, l"cm,3,552/i&l£s 1^52,3^26,- 
091/; 1 853, 5,980,8 Ntt The imports arc 
as. follows : — 18:**2. f>,07l.irJ0/; IS53, 7,- 
005,3511. Of these, in 1853, the free goods 
were 113,379/, ami Ihe dutiable goods 7.557,- 
381. The imports by the United .States 
amounted to 3.173,30*.
